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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Note that Amended claim 7 does not include all 
features of original claim 7, and would be met by Parsons 5,161 ,800. Parsons shows a device that could be used as a beating appliance for 
cheering, including tubular members 12, 14, reduced in diameter at one end, and extendable and retractable. Note that claim 7 also 
includes a second beating appliance attached to the first appliance, but the nature of the second appliance is not specified; the second 
appliance could be any object that would make a noise when struck. For example, Parsons shows a second object 22 attached to the 
appliance by means of string 21. 
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
